-Firstly, in a case where it going to reproduce CD, in response to the 
sheet numbers of CD to be reproduced, CD having from one (1) sheet to five

-Items of effects of the invention

the reproduced CD, can serve as the turn table of the record player on which 
the record disk is mounted, and it can provide a new r otation type CD 
automatic changer apparatus wherein the record disk can be reproduced -.
